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TRYING TO DISQUALIFY MELLON 
o- — 

Baiters of Secretary Mellon in the senate have 
been able to find no disqualifications execpt the fact 
that he holds stock in a number of corporations, thcre- 
fore is “interested in carrying on the business of trade 
or commerce,” in the language of the law. Of course 
it is very reprehensible for Mr. Mellon to hold stock | 
in Corporations but if he is disqualified by that fact ! 
who is qualified? Several million citizens are not thus 
disqualified, but does that fact rot imply that they | 
lack certain essential qualifications ? 

In order to administer the Treasury department, a 
man must have considerable knowledge of business, 
especially in banking and finance, which he can 
acquire only through experience in business. In the 
course of acquiring that experience, he usually ac- 
quires an interest in some business which in these days 
is almost invariable represented by shares of stock. If! 
he has no such interest, he is presumably an incom- | 
petent business man and weuldbean incompetent | 
Secretary of the Treasury. If we eliminate all who! 
hold any stock and all who have had the opportunity | 
to hold stock but have failed, only those who have | 
never acquired an interest in business or have had no! 
opporiunily to acquire sucn interest remain, and the 
odds are 99 to | that none of them would know how 
to run the treasury department. 

» When congress passed the law imposing restric- 
“ions on persons who might be Sccretary of the Treas- 
ury, we may not assume that 1i intended to perpe- 
trate an absurdity. The rule of reason, as applied by 
the supreme court, must prevail. Before he took office | 
Mr. Mellon undertook to comply with that rule by re- 
signing ever yoffice, and directorate in a corporation. 
He also sold his interest in the distillery which the 
ultra-drys persist in wishing on him. That should sat- 
isfy any reasonable person, but it can never satisfy a

The “Freedom of the Seas’ means 
permanent friendship with the United States and iii 
munity from blockade (and therefore from desiruc-' 
tion for this country). The continued unfreedom of 
the scas means enmity with the United States and,
